An Endurable Entente 

An «arller and healthlor age considered the front page 
of a newspaper at least potentially as entertaining as Its deli- 
berate attempts at amusement. Problems In international rela- 
tions are no longer considered laughing matters, but one may 
suspect that the sober exterior of the average student of inter- 
national relations often hides an inner smirk. 

Thus, those whose rational minds 01*0' unclouded by any 
yearnings for peace doubtless draw some- satisfaction from 
the comedy at Geneva; while the slavish devotions accorded 
to the utterance of obscure chleflains may bo a source of mirth 
for colonialists who have long since been banished to page 
eighty>seven. Canadian examples are not wanting either; po- 
litical opponents may hove found. some delight in contemplat- 
ing the fato of the PC member who was caught lurking behind 
the Commons arras at the time of the non-confidence motion 
because he couldn't decide whether to vote for the government 
or not.' 

It may easily be seen that In most such cases, the humor 
of the situation is evident only to a biased few. But one matter 
which seems .teycaoMjuhlversal glee Jn the Western World 
regardless of'polltiral'^èlfsuasion is the split between ' Russia 
and Communist China. 

in past months, the breach has become prominent and 
most recent reports seem to indicate that If anything It has been 
widened. But not long ago, it was the exclusive property of a 
few correspondents who based their conclusions on shreds of 
evidence, and a larger number of arm-chair diplomats who 
founded their grand strategy on arithmetic and notional 
stereotypes. 

Their suppositions hove been proven correct In some mea- 
sure; but the moral usually drown is more questionable. The 
assumption often Is that diplomacy is a kind of football gome. 
In which dissension between the opposing quarterback and 
tackle Is an advantage for our side. Some go further, with 
rosy visions of a future nuclear war in which Russia would be 
forced to side with the United States in an effort to subdue 
the Oriental hordes. 

The last few decades have shown that such abrupt chan- 
ges are not inconceivable. However, they are not inevitablei 
and despite such temporary respites as the evanescent "spirit 
of Camp David" and the lull following the. Cuban crisis, 
Khrushchev Is still closer to Mao than he is to the National 
Association of Manufacturers. 

An absolute break would not necessarily be pleasant for 
the West. While unfortunately the top-secret discussions be- 
tween Russian and Chinese leaders ore not published in 
Russian magazines, one may assume that the Russian influence 
on China during the Sino-lndian border war had some effect 
in preventing that highly dangerous situation from' becoming 
even more explosive than It was; and là general one may 
assume that Khrushchev has exerted a moderating influence 
on Mao's adventurism. 

Admittedly, the present situation Is far from ideal. Just 
as Kennedy must mollify the war-hawks of the Republican 
right, Khrushchev is forced at least outwardly to acknowledge 

firessures from Chinese militants. But surely any ultimate hope 
or solving the international mess must assume a gradual 
lessening of Chinese dogmatism through Russian influence 
and the slow formation of an International entente, which if 
not cordiale. Is at least endurable. Any solution which demands 
the alienation of one-quarter of the world's population is at 
best hazardous and certainly undeserving of the cheery optim- 
ism it commonly evokes. 
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Protests Defence 
Of Chiang Regime 

Dear sir : 

Being acquainted with tlie fun- 
damental principles of democracy 
and the U.N. declaration of hu- 
man rights, I find Mr. Roy Lee's 
article "In Defence of Free Chi- 
na" most distasteful. He attempt- 
ed to justify the lack of demo- 
cracy In Taiwan today as an ine- 
vitable result of Kuomintang 
being forced out of Mainland 
China. Even if this were true, he 
could not convince us tliat de- 
mocracy has been practised there 
as he seemingly tried to con- 
vince us il)* his first article. 

No honest Chinese could deny 
the corrupt, undemocratic rule 
of Chiang Kai-shek in pre-com- 
munlst China. There have never 
been any real elections to the 
National Assembly and none of 
those so called delegates can 
claim to represent the people 
now living in the Mainland. Bri- 
bery and corruption existed 
among the inner governmental 
circles right down to the local 
officials. Relying on his large 
organization of secret police and 
military power, Chiang maintains 
his ruthless rule. Innumerable 
people have been arrested and 
many were executed. Many of 
these people arc democratic- 
minded students and scholars. 
Most Chinese still look back to 
the period of Kuomintang rule 
with awe and fear. 

Any informed person is well 
aware of the fact that the op- 
pression and tyranny of Chiang 
Kai-Shek and the Kuomintang 
paved the way for a relatively 
easy communist . victory. The 
Chinese people were so dtegustcd 
with the old regime that they 
were prepared to : accept any 
alternative. I do believe that Ge- 
neral Marshall in his white paper 
stated that the regime of Chiang 
Kai-Shek was bankrupt and that 
if a different and more demo- 
cratic regime were not establish- 
ed the communists would ultima- 
tely take over. The U.S. State 
Department, like Mr.' Roy Lee, 
refused to look facts In tho face. 

It is highly improbable both 
politically and militarily that the 
Kuomintang has any chance of 
returning to Mainland China. 
Who can guarantee that demo- 
cracy would be instituted 
throughout China by the govern- 
ment that has shown no respect 
for democracy and human rights 
in all its pastffccoifds? Can we 
believe ^ Chiang Kai-Shek's pro- 
mise or' that of Mr. Roy Lee 7 

- In his article, Mr. Roy Lee 
. does not attempt to uphold tho 
concept of human rights when he 
referred to the silencing of the 
people in Taiwan whom he la- 
beled as communists. According 
to the U.N. declaration of human 
rights, Art 10, "Everyone has 
the right to freedom to hold 
opinions - without interference 
and to seek, receive and Impart 
information and ideas through 
any media and regardless of 
frontiers". As Chiang's govern- 
ment was quick to label any 
political opponents as commu- 
nists, and we don't see articles 
similar to that of ' Mr. Martin 
Rudner appearing in the Taiwan 
press, it is not difficult to realize 
that even a democratic thinker 
like Martin Rudner may face 
the prospect of receiving the 
cap of "communist". 

Judging from the standpoint 
of western democracy we regret 
to say that in Taiwan important 
democratic measures such as 
freedom of speech, freedom to 
organize and to form political 
parties, freedom of belief etc. 
, do not exist and possess only an 
abstract form in constitution or 



' lawbooks. It is not what is writ- 
ten down in constitution but that 
which is practised by the regime 
that is vital. 

While many of us may disliice 
the communist regime, for the 
sake of democracy and human 
dignity, I consider it Is a duty 
to expose the real situation for 
the consideration of fair-minded 
Canadians.

Education Survey 
Results Processed 

The education survey instituted by the SEC'i Education 
Committee is now being tabulated. The finished report will bo 
presented to the Principal at the beginning of next year and 
the results will be made public at that time. 

The survey itself was aimed at 
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Tlic survey .questionnaire was 
distributed during the last week 
in January and first week In Fe- 
bruary to sixteen hundred students 
in first and second year Arts, 
Science, Commerce, EngineerlnB, 
and Physiotherapy, About 1500 of 
the questionnaires have been re- 
turned, a result which Myron 
Echcnberg, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, describes as "very gratify- 
ing." 

In order to ensure a random 
sampling, Echcnberg explained, 
the sheets were given to students 
In either compulsory courses, or 
in courses with a large registra- 
Uon. The students were cither gi- 
ven time In class to fill them out, 
or were asked to return them the 
same day. This accounts for the 
large percentage of forms return- 
ed, Echcnberg said. 

Over Half Returned - 

There arc 2,G00 students regis- 
tered in the courses which were 
surveyed, and so the number of 
questionnaires to be processed re- 
presents better than fifty per cent 
of the eligible students. . 

Of the returned forms, only five 
hundred, or twenty per cent of 
the enrolment, will actually be 
tabulated. The reason for this, 
Echcnberg said, was that analysis 
has shown that a twenty per cent 
random sampling will provide ex- 
tremely accurate results, and that 
anything beyond that number is 
merely duplication. 

"However," he explained, "it Is 
quite different to receive forms 
from fifty per cent and to tabula- 
te twenty per cent, than to receive 
only twenty per cent. If we recei- 
ved just the twenty per cent, it 
could be charged that only those 
students with specific axes to grind 
filled .out their questionnaires.
